hers of the Pennsbury Board gen­ 
erally seemed receptive to the 
idea. 
Mrs. Kessler cited several ad­ 
vantageous reasons why Tully­ 
town^ acceptance as the fourth 
member of the Pennsbury join­ 
ture would be good for Penns­ 
bury. 
Dividing Line 
Mrs. Kessler noted that: 
Tullytown’s single Walt Disney 
Elementary School is located on 
the dividing line between Tully­ 
town and Falls Township, and 
Pennsbury students living near the 
Disney school would not have to 
travel all the way to Penn Valley 
School in North Park, Levittown 
The Disney School, completed in 
1955 at a cost of $800,000, has 
extra classrooms, and Pennsbury 
is short on some elementary 
grades in the Falls area. "There’d 
be a couple of additional class 
rooms available," she said. 
Mrs. Kessler said Tullytown’s 
request to enter Pennsbury would 
probably be taken up at the 
next executive board meeting to 
be held Wednesday at Fallsington 
Elementary School, headquarters 
for Pennsbury Schools. 
Dr. Muschell Comments 
Dr. Charles S. Muschell, region 
a1 superintendent of Pennsbury 
Schools, commented on Tully 
town's entrance into Pennsbury 
He said that the Bucks County 
Education Department would first 
have to okay Tullytown’s request 
then the Delhaas Joint Board 
would have to allow Tullytown to 
leave its jointure, and then the 
matter would be taken up by 
Pennsbury board members. 
He admitted, 
however, that 
Maynard Pennington, supervising 
principal of Tullytown Schools, is 
presently preparing "data"—in­ 
cluding facts and figures — on the 
feasibility of Tullytown to be add 
ed to Pennsbury. He said the 
Pennsbury board is expected to 
review it as soon as it is obtain 
ed. 
Statistics Seat la 
Pennington said the Tullytown 
board has already sent in statis­ 
tics to Dr. George Raab, superin­ 
tendent of Bucks County Schools, 
on its request to be switched from 
Delhaas to the Pennsbury join­ 
ture. "I have already presented 
some findings to Dr. Raab," Pen­ 
nington said. 
Pennington 
explained 
further 
that Tullytown board has a con­ 


tract with Delhaas. and that "we 
cannot break it except through 
mutual agreement." 
Asked why Tullytown wanted to 
leave Delhaas, Pennington said, 
“For the simple reason that we 
are practically surrounded by 
Falls Township." 
He added that the 300 elemen 
tary students in Tullytown attend 
the new Walt Disney School, but 
that the other 200 secondary stu­ 
dents have to go to Franklin D 
loosevelt Junior High and Del- 
baas High School, out of the im 
mediate area.

Pennington 
commented,

He admitted, however, that "we 
are making exploratory work on 
I and with the possibility of join 
ture realignment in mind."
